Noiſe in me! I cannot hold my Peace, becauſe thou haſt heard, 
O my Soul! The Sound of the Trumpet, the Alarm of Wer, 
&c. There is that Fear of God, and that Good-will to 


Man in the Souls of God's faithful Servants, that if they 


know of deſolating Calamities that are coming upon any 
part of the World, they are pierced with a deep Senſe 
thereof. When the Prophet Habatkak ſaw: the Tents of Ca- 
ſpan in Affliction, and the Curtains of the Land of 'Midran 
Trembling, Places that one would have thought he ſhould 
have had no great regard for: Yet he could not help Sym- 
pathizing with them, Chap. 3. 16. When I heard, my Belly 
trembled, my Lips quivered at the Voices, Rottenneſs entred into 
my Bones and I trembled within my ſelf, that I might reſt inthe 
Day of Trouble, &c. Such an awful and affectionate Con- 
cern the Evangelical Prophets, the Miniſters of- Chrift, ought 
to have when they denounce the Terrors of the Lord againſt 
impenitent Sinners, . They ſhould feel their Meſſage, and 
deliver it with the moſt tender Compaſſions to the Souls bf 
Men : And this is the hardeſt part of their Miniſterial Work, 
and fits the heavieſt upon them. n

The Princes of Pera envying 
the Honour to which Daniel was advanc'd in the Court o 
Darius, flatter'd the Ambition of that Monarch, and ob- 
tain'd a ſtrange Decree, That no One ſhould ask a Petition 
of God or Man, for the Space of Thirty Days, but only of 
the King; this was ſign'd according to the Law of the 
Medes and Perſians, that altereth not.

front to the Majeſty of God! It amounted to no leſs than 
an Attempt to Dethrone and Ungod him for Thirty Days, 
and was by a juſt Conſtruction a Demand upon God, to re-

ſtand or fall, may ſay unto you, Well done good and faith- 
ful Servants. And if Chriſt ſays well done then, it is no 


matter 
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matter what the World ſays now. Sirs, fore of you muſt 
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be very near your great Change, and none of us ought to 


put that Day far from us; let us all take heed to our 
felves, that we do not loſe the Conſolation of the 
Lord in a dying Hour. Some good Men have been ſent 
out of the World under the Frowns of their Heavenly Fa- 
ther: It is true, thoſe Frowns never follow them into the 

other World. If their Sun ſets under a Cloud in this 
World, it riſes in a bright Horizon in the other World; but 
its very dreadful to walk through the Valley of the Shadow 
of Death, without the Light of God's Countenance ; to be 
ſent away in ſome Diſpleaſure. Moſes bewails himſelf and 
his People that were dying in the Wilderneſs, on this ac- 
count, Pal. 90. 7, 8. We are conſum'd in thine Anger, and 
by thy Wrath we are troubled ; thou haſt ſet our Iniquities before 


| thee, aur ſecret Sins in the Light of thy Countenance. I ſup- 


om refers to that Sin of Unbelief which they were guilty 
of, and for which their Carcaſes fell in the Wilderneſs, and 
his own and Aaran's Sin, in rebelling againſt the Word of 
God at the Water of Meribah. This was. the ſaddeſt Cir- 
cumfſtance that attended their Dying, that it was Sin that 
kept them out of Canaan, and turn'd them out of the 
World. 5 

It is worth our ſerious Conſideration, that when Aaron 
was commanded to $9 up into Mount Hor and dye, 
God then told him of his Sin at Meribah, Num. 20. 24. 
And ſo when Moſes came to dye, obſerve how God ſpeaks tg 
him, Get thee up into Mount Abaram into Mount Nebo;
